BASIC INTELLIGENCE - Factual intelligence which results

from the collation of encyclopedic informetion of a
more or less permanent or static nature and general
interest which, as a result of evaluation and inter-

pretation, 1s determined to be the hest eavallatvle.

CURRENT INTELLIGENCE - Spot information or intelligence

of all types and forms of immedilate interest and value
tc operating or policy staffs, which 1s used by them
usually without the delays incident to complete

evaluation or interpretation.

STAFF INTELLIGENCE - Intelligence prepared by any

department or agency through the correlation and
interpretation of all intelligence materials availsble
to 1t in order to meet its speciflc requlrements and

responsibilities.

1. I agree that we must either consider that departmental intelligence
and staff intelligence are synonymous or we must develop two definitions which
clearly distinguish the one from the other,

2, The difinition given in your attached memorandum does neither one
nor the other. :

3, 1If we are to distinguish gtaff intelligence from departmental intelli-
gence, I offer for ICAPS consideration the suggestion that staff intelligence
is all intelligence used by a department in its plans and operations. In
addition each department is called upon from time to time to produce intelligence
for another department., It is called upon because the intelligence falls within
its field of dominant interest., This intelligence is not used by the drafting
department as staff intelligence. If drafted in the War Department, however,
it would properly be called War Department intelligence or more broadly "“depart—
mental intelligence.” Q.E.D. departmental intelligence includes staff intelliigence
plus special request intelligences

I felt that this definition was not responsive to our use in inter=
. departmental meetings of the term in the sense that it referred to that
"intelligence allocated to a department from the basis of its predominant
interest only. In addition, I felt ‘that this definition wes so olosely
ekin to that of "staff intelligence” that to the ordinary layman no clear
distinction could be made betwsen the two.

Request your opinion on whether the above definition should be
accepted.
